here the 29th, means much for Hawaii. 
In close official circles it ia generally 
understood that United States Minister 
Sawell will carry out tbe instructions 
received in the last mail, which are said 
to be to tbe effect that if tbe Moano 
brings word that congreaB failed to pasa 
the annexation treaty, then Minister 
Bewell ia to declare a protectorate and 
raise the American flag. 


Minister SeweU baa had frequent con- 


Bultationa with President Dole within 
the paat week and it ia believed tbat 
they agreed upon a program. It ia said 
tbat in view of tbe attitude of Japan 
Secretary Sherman is of the opinion 
that United States protection ia the only 
way to prevent hostile action daring tbe 
intervening months before congress re-

on Monday, August 3d. 


WASHINGTON, August 3. -At the navy 


department an explicit denial of the 
story that the flat; was to be hoisted waa 
obtained. It was said that Admiral 
Beardalee'a orders contemplated landing 
in emergencies to preserve the statu 
quo and the landing iit that case would 
not be for a longer period of time than 
waa necessary to restore conditions to 
their former shape. It was said that as 
President ilcKinley had referred the 
whole matter to congreee along with the 
annexation treaty it would not bo court- 
eous to that body if the executive was 
to act of his own volition unless con- 
Rreea had expressed ita will.

TRAIN WRECK IN OREGON. 


Five Cars and Their Contents De- 


stroyed by Fire. 


AIBASY, Or., August 3.—As the Booth 


bound freight train on the Southern Pa- 
cific approached a small trestle between 
Marion and Jefferson this morning a 
blaze was seen arising from the timbers. 
The train was rounding a sharp curve 
and the engine wan npon the bridge be- 
fore the train could be stopped. The 
trestle gave way and the engine and 
eight cara were piled up on the broken, 
burning timbers. Fireman Fred Pee- 
bles jumped and received badly sprained 
legs. Brake man Tfcomas Bullard re- 
ceived a acalp wound. Engineer Kin- 
ney remained with the engine and was 
not hurt. The company's surgeon went 
to the scene of the wreck on the relief 
train but found the men not severely 
hurt. The care which were loaded with 
lumber, woodenware and coke caught 
fire and five cars and theircontenta wore 
destroyed. 


Railroad Washout. 


CHEYEXSK, Wyo., August 3. — The 


Cheyenne and Northern train today 
wae seven hours late. The cause of the 
delay 
was a big washout at Islay, 


twenty-five miles north of this city. 
Six hundred feet of tbe main track and 
the siding at that etntion were com- 
pletely wnstied away. Tbe station house 
was also moved a distance of a hundred 
yards. The damage was repaired euf- 
ficiently today to allow the running of 
trains on the usual time. The Sabile 
river ia very high and wagon bridges 
and fences are being washed away. The 
damage to meadows wilt be vfary great. 
The quantity of water in tbe vicinity of 
Chugwater and in tbe course of the 
Sabile is greater than haa been known 
Jor yearn. 


Overrun With Tramps. 


ELKO, Nov., August 3.—Thia town 


has been overrun for the past week witli 
tramps and other hard characters and 
attempted holdups and burglarlea are of 
nia-htly occurrence. An attempt waa 
made last night to force an entrance 
into the postoffice through & window, 
bnt the postmaster appeared on the 
scene with a revolver and tbe would-be 
burglar took to bis heele. Neither life 
nor property ia safe and tbe citizens talk 
of organizing a vigilance committee for 
the purpose of ridding the town of this 
nnsavory nlasa.

The lull in tbe situation since the ex- 


citing events of tbe past twenty-four 
lours ie the first opportunity the offi- 
cials have had to size up tbe situation. 
As a reault each of the three campa of 
triking miners was today placed under 
itrict military government. This will 
je continued until the camps are aban- 
doned, two members of tho district ex- 
ecutive board were placed at each camp. 
These men are to receive instructions 
from Dolan and Warner and no farther 
general move ia to be made unless a 
general conference is held. 


This evening President Dolan issued 


a general order, appointing- Edward 
McKay general manaeer of Camp L»B- 
tormination, and empowered him to 
make arrests and eject all persons under 
the influence of intoxicants there and 
trespassing ou tho premiaea of tbe 
camp. 


Mr.DeArmittsaid this evening: "The 


miners employed at our mines are not 
only intimidated from going to work, 
but they dare not leave their families at 
home at the mercy of a mob responsible 
to no oiie.

York we lost nearly five and one-half 
billion dollars in the year when "tariff 
reform" waa in immediate proapect;

Wing and Big Jim, Hop LBB'B brother, , 
had something to do with the carrying 
off of the girl. 


He sent for five highbinders fro_m San 


Fraucieco to find out where the girl was 
and to either recover her or Btcure eome 
pecuniary compensation from Hop Lee 
and his friends. Failing in thin, they 
were to kill Hop Lee and hia frienda. 
tbe price put npon their heads being 
$500. 


The highbinders arrived a few daye 


thereafter and swaggered around as if 
they owned Chinatown. Their mission 
wasgenerallyknown.and there was much 
excitement among the Gbineee popula- 
tion. The officers were notified and 
keot a close natch ou the strangers. 


Ah Wing was employed in Hop Tree's 


laundry, and in the" evening of Decem- 
bei 30, 1893, he waa returning to the 
wash bouee, accompanied by two other 
Chinamen, with pome clnthea, when the 
murderer ran up behind him and shot 
him through the heart. The vioiini 
died iu a low minutes. Tho highbinder 
who tired the fatal shot dodgpri intn a 
cellar near by, and nu satisfactory trace 
of him wsa ever found by the officere. 


While eoveral C'uoamon were EHR- 


pected of bnvmg killed Ah Wing, the 
authorities did not feel juatilied in mak- 
ing any arrest until April, 1895, when 
Deputy Constable Criitcher took Ah 
donie into custody in Loa Au^elee at the 
iuetance of Eome China men ID thia city. 
The caao acemed to bo a very good one 
against the prisoner, and after an inter- 
eating examination, at which eouie oi 
the Ohineep witneasea made oath by the 
chicken's head which was cut off in 
their pretence according to the method 
of swearing witnesses in their country, 
Justice St. John held Souio to answer. 


But District Attorney Snow made 


some further investigations, and he waa 
convinced that the arreet of Souie was 
tho result of a highbinder war in Loa 
Angelee, and in which fiouie figured 
prominently. Ilia enemies had their 
Fresno friends to accuse him of the 
murder. Thoie were two Chineeo wit- 
nespes who awora that they eaw Souie 
commit the murder. 


Thia testimony was furnished very 


rapily. The Chinaman who instigated 
the arrest asked Mr. Snow what evi- 
dence would be required to convict 
Souie. The district attorney thought 
that if two eye witneBsei to the ehootios 
could be found tho guilt of tbe man 
could be eatabliabed. 


Too Chinaman assured Mr. Snow that 


he could get that testimony, and in a 
remarkably abort time- he returned with 
the two men who were willing to awear 
that they eaw Souie kill hia fellow 
countryman. This easy manner of pro- 
curing testimony was wholly uoaattefac- 
torv to Mr. Snow. 


Now a new eyo witness to the killing 


has turned up, and his name ia Lung 
Mow. 
He has resiued in Freano for the 


past eight yeara, and was here at the 
time the attempt, waa made to punish 
Soaie fo; the crime. He knew that the 
prisoner was not the right man, but did 
not Bay anything about hia knowledge of 
the case at that time. Mow is willing to 
swear tbat he saw theman in custody at 
Monterey ehoot Ah "Wing, and eeems 
ansioua now to eee him punished. Hop 
K.ee, the wash man, and others who 
were instrumental in having Ah Souio 
arrested are intereatinn themselves in 
the present case tileo. They are urging 
the dietrict attorney to tako up the case, 
bnt Mr. Snow expressed the opinion to 
a RErcRLic.iv reporter last evening that 
it was but another attempt to gain re- 
venge upon an enemy.

I firmly deny that either by 
aaon of any keuo game, or from any 
use whatever, my place ot business 
aa ever been conducted in a disorderly 
anner, or in any manner injurious to 
e public or to aouial order. 
"For these reasons 1 respectfully de- 
ana that the charges be specifically 
ade, and tbat your honorable board 
ford me the opportunity of controvert- 
g said charges, and accord me the 
rivileye of presenting witnesses to 
how that my place of business is con- 
acted in a legal and an orderly manner. 
"I aeaume tbat against any accusation 
.atifying a threat to deprive m« of a 
;enee privilege 1 have a constitutional 
nd legal right to a regular hearing he- 
re my property be sacrificed, aud 1 
lall be happy to attend whenever it 
ay please your honorable board to 
rant me said'right.

It ia not impossible that the city at- 


orney ia mistaken on thia point. Wll- 
on, it is true, claims tbat hn receives no 
lercentage, but there are people who 
Delieve ho tioea. It is aaid that the per- 
on who gets "keno" baa to treat those 
who are playing at his table, which may 
ie considered a kind oE percentage for 
he house. Then again there ie nothing 
o prevent the man at the bottle from 
isking as much from the pool as he 
hinks the house ought to have, and no 
ilayer would be any the wiser. 


In truth the question whether the 


house receives a percentage or not is 
he one on which the whole matter 
linees, and for Oity Attorney Smith to 
accept aa a fact the information that 
iVilaon receives no percentage is to con- 
cede an important point. The thing to 
ie done is to find ont whether or not 
Wilson is conducting a percentage game. 
This can be accomplished only by filing 
a complaint against him. If he receives 
no percentage, then tbe trustees can 
reach him by imposing a High license 
taion the game." Of course theee re- 
marks are not intended to apply to Air. 
Wilson alone; they apply to all proprie- 
tors of keno gamea. 
It was learned from City Marshal 


Woy last evening that only two pames 
are now running in thia city-one at 
Wilson's and the other at the Com- 
mercial 
saloon on Marioosa street, 


which has also been ordered closed. 
There were others, but only the two 
places mentioned found the game profit- 
able. Public s&ntiment is against tbe 
game and will not be satisfied until th« 
;rustees have stamped it ont. There 
must be no temporizing nor comprom- 
BBB. Thaae games corrupt the youth of 
;he city and arc as bad in their way as 
ihe nickel-in-tbe-slot machine: -wroae, 
perhaps, for one does not have to drink 
.o play the latter. The sooner they are 
closed tbe better it will be for the com- 
munity.

The Expositor last evening contained 
communication purporting to have 


been received by a well-known packing 
house in thia city from a leading com- 


aion bouae in Now York. The even- 


ing paper saya tho letter ia "cheering, 
logical and full of suggestion to the 
grower." Cheering it certainly is, and 
therein lies the cause for surprise, for 
cheering news docs not come, aa a rule, 
from commission houses; nor is it cus- 
tomary for the commission men to sug- 
gest that the growers hold out for higher 
prices. It IB this tbat makes one won- 
der whetber the letter is genuine and 
if a packer has at last been found 
who believes that the grower ought to 
get a little more than mere living prices 
for his product. 


There are signs that the writer of the 


communication has not studied very 
closely the tariff legislation of this gov 
eminent and has not given much atten- 
tion to tbe list of importp. Then 
again, there is that beautiful suggestion 
to "pack a few carloads of your 4-crown 
and 3-crown raiaina in pound packages 
placing fifty packages in a bos and add 
ing thereto a baud seeding machine 
which we believe can be purchased a 
35 cents each, by the gross, thus an 
ablinii the buyer to do his own seeding 
We could sell large quantities of gooc 
so packed this year." 


U happens tbat hand seeding ma 


chines weigh considerable, that th«y 
coat mord than 35 cents, and that ont 
machine would hardly be a eutBciea 
inducement to a housewife to invest; iu 
fifty pounds of raioina. Finally, ham 
seeding machines are cat of date, sat. 
no housewife would thins ol purcbuein 
one when aha can buy factory scedec 
raisins much cheaper. 


However, if the letter is a bone fid 


one and ita writer is anxious to pay 
or 4 cents for raisins in the sweat bos,tb 
growers will rise and call him blessed 
and if be tells them to wait becaua 
later on he will pay them 5 or '0 cents 
tbey will rise some more and call him 
doubly bltjaeed. There are not nearl 
enough commission men of thia kind i 
tho UnitedStatea.andilttieExpositor ffi 
revenl the name of the one who wrot 
the interesting letter in question endm 
ing fame will be hia. Let not (alee mot 
esty deter him from revealing himsel 
The growers are yearning to make h 
acquaintance.

raisin 


to sell—not as many as usual, perhap 
bnt qnite many—and there is not on 
among them that doea not know enoug 
to appreciate a "aoft snap." 


It is to bo sincerelv hoped that th 


conditions will turn out to be such BB ' 
insure the growers 5 cents in the swe; 
bos. 
While thifl seems a good deal 


hope for, it will bo well for them not t 
be ia any haste to dispose of their ra 
sine. Thure are reaaona for believi: 
thoy will receive a fair price for tbi 
product if they hold out, though E 
present there is no ground for the e 
travdgaut expectations uttered iu tl 
Expositor article.

SHE WILL APPEAL. 


Mrs. Fennell Will Not Abide by 


Judge Conley's Decision. 


The Examiner last evening contained 


the following interview with Mrs. Fen- 
nell, who is atopping at the Hotel Met- 
ropole in Oakland, concerning the de- 
nial of Judge Oonley of her application 
for a divorce from Gerald M. Fonnoll: 


"I am not greatly eui prised at the de- 


cision, aud while I dislike to discuss tho 
matter, I feel that I should aay some- 
thing. I have consulted with one of 
my nttorneyfl, Mr. Henry O. McPike, 
and have been advieed to appeal the 
case on tbe testimony that waa pre- 
sented to Judge Oonlby, and see whether 
tho Gupreme court will sustain him, as I 
am informed that he has denied the di- 
vorce on the ground of collusion, when 
there waa no testimony presented aa to 
collnaion. It ia trne that anch waa 
charged outside the caee, but no evi- 
dence as to it was offered, and Judge 
Conley asked none, and I mnat eay that 
I do not know from what source he se- 
cured the evidence upon which he based 
his decision. 


"Outside charges are hardly to be 


considered testimony, and I have been 
Rdvined to appeal the case. 
Unfortu- 


nately for me, there has been too much 
personality and too much politics enter- 
ing into this caeo, and I have been made 
to suffer for it.

The supreme coart haa punched an- 


other hole iu one of tha laws enacted by 
the late legislature. The Clark road law 
waa introduced by Assemblyman Clark 
of Alaineda, nnd provided for the elec- 
tion of boards of trustees to take charge 
of all road matters, the law to go into 
effect sixty daya after approval. Thin 
time fell on May Slat ot this year. It 
also provided that the election of trus- 
teas should take place on the last Satur- 
day of May. By a strange fate tbe laat 
Saturday of May fell on the 2Uth, or two 
days before the new law was to go into 
effect. 
The supervisors of Alameda 


county construed this to mean that the 
election should be held, on the data set, 
of tho nest year. 


On this conclusion they proceeded to 


go on with the road work under the old 
law, and directed the superintendent of 
the Piedmont road dietiict to have cer- 
tain wot k done that amounted to about 
$50. Thia work waa done by eeveral 
men, who assigned their claims for the 
payment for the work to Fred A. Davia, 
who upon receiving the order for tbe 
money from the auoervisora applied to 
tha county auditor for the warrant. 
Tbia the auditor refused to give and 
Davia applied to tha supreme court for 
a writ of mandate to compel the iacit— 
to issue the warrant. 
Tbe supreme court decided the matter 


yesterday, but in order to do BO it had to 
reiort to what might bo called hair- 
Bplitting. Aa stated the whole thing 
hung on the matter of precedence. The 
first was to find when the governor 
signed the two bills, and it Eeems too 
governor's signature wan affixed to both 
billa on the same day. The next move 
was a search which developed the facl 
that the Clark road law was recorded on 
page 37i of the statutes of 1897 and that 
the county government bill appears on 
page 452 of the eamo statutes. As the 
latter repealed all previous acts the an 
nreme court decided that the Clark roat 
law does not hold in this case. In fac 
it wae virtually repealed by tbe former 
act. Consequently the writ of mandate 
was issued as prayed for by Mr. Davia 
and a big hole was marie in the much 
talked-of Clark road law. This decieion 
is likely to affect many of the othe 
counties in the state.

The executive committee of the Farm- 


ers' Club met later than usual yester- 
day alternooii, and did not, therefore, 
cet through with all the business it had 
expected to dispose of. However, the 
eeaaion waa a busy one while it lasted, 
and oneor two important matters came 
up for consideration. 


The liret matter of importance to be 


brought to the committee "a attention 
after tbe usual routine had been dis- 
posed of was the action of the eupervia- 
ors in ordering County Surveyoi Hoxie 
to prepare a new map of tho county at 
a tost ol uot more than $li>00. 


This proposed expenditure was con- 


demned, and in the course of the dia- 
cutidion that followed it was ascertained 
that the surveyor had a method o! sup- 
plying the county with serviceable maps 
at a small coat. Thia statement was 
backed up with an article trom a recent 
issue of 'the Efpositur, 
in which the 


method is described, and from which 
the following extracts are taken: 


"The coat of lithographing has made 


it impossible for the several county of- 
ficials to be properly supplied with 
maps. A very ordinary map costs from 
$300 to $400 for lithographing alone, 
while a map of any size coats about 
$500 for this work, after the first sketch 
eavea the draughtsman's hands. 


"Mr. Hosie, however, haa succeeded 


in overcoming thia question of cost, and 
IB now supplying the county officials 
with very excellent inapa at a very 
small coat. He haa done this by ap- 
plyitie the system of blue print work to 
map making on a larger scale than it 
has ever been done before. The orig- 
inal tracing for a blue print U not more 
expansive; in fact it is the same as that 
for a lithograph map. 
After tbe tracing 


has been made a map that would coat 
$500 to lithograph can be blue printed 
lor $7 or $8. These blue-print maps are 
quite aa serviceable as the more ex- 
pensive lithographs, and answer every 
purpose of tho county oflicialB. 
"One of the cleverest pieces of work 


Which Mr. Hoxie has done in this line 
is tbe map ot Fresno county school dis- 
tricts, which ne prepared for Superin- 
tendent Kirk. It is a map 8x5 feet in 
aize and ia just as valuable and conven- 
ient aa aa expensive lithograph would 
he. Ttiia blue-print, to print, mount, 
etc., did not coat over $7.50; a litho- 
graph would have cost $500. 


"Those blue-print maps have one 


great advantage ovar the lithographs. 
Each year changes are made in the m-. 
ter-county lines, particularly ia thia true 
in tho linea of achool districts. An ex- 
pensive lithograph cannot be throwu 
away each year, and it becomes neces- 
sary to mark up auch maps, thna ruin- 
ing them. The inexpensive blue-print, 
however, can be reprinted and a new 
and correct map furniabed with a 
very few inoment'n labor and little ex- 
pense." 
The discussion was resumed after the 


reading of thia article and ita scope soon 
increased, taking in all the county of- 
fices. The opinion waa expressed that 
the county government waa too expen- 
sive and that a check should be applied 
to official extravagance. After the beau- 
ties of economy had been sufficiently 
expatiated upon the committee passed 
the following resolutions:

NESS OF MEN 


[TrsBL'wi, August -.—The mass meet- 
ot minere at the 
McCre* school 


houaa today was the greatest during the 
strike and probably the largest gather- 
ing of the kind evftr seen in Allegheny 
county. More than ->000 striking minera 
were gathered for ao all-day session, 
and labor leaders harrancued them in 
various tongues, while bands of music 
eerveii to elir up the enthiiaia'm to the 


pitch. 
From early morning 


miners of every nationality were gather- 
ing at the school houae. They came in 
_._ bands and Email ones, but the one 
that set the camp wild with enthuaiaam 
at 10,15 o'clock thia morning waa from 
Turtle creek. It consisted of luOO 
miiiers from that camp, and when they 
came in night there waa such cheering 
aa haa not been heard since the strike 
started. They came down to the camp 
at the school house with hands playing 
atirrinc aira and banners waving in the 
breeze. Cheer alter cheer went up f root 
the camp and the marchers returned 
them with a will. When the miners of 
the two parties met there waa come 
wild scenes. Men rushed around shak- 
ing hands, shoutinc and even embrac- 
ing each other. 


The crowd that had gathered waa eo 


much larger than the men had antici- 
pated that they were wild with joy. A 
few minutes after tho arrival of tho 
Turtle creek division the speakers ar- 
rived in carriagea. They were A. P. 
Osrrick, president ot the Painters' and 
Decorators' union; W. A. Carney, vice 
president ot the Amalgamated associa- 
tion; Mre. Mary G. Jones, tha female 
labor agitator ot Chicago, and M. J. 
Counahan of the Painters' and Deco- 
rators' union. In addition to those tho 
loaders of the minera were lined up to 
epeak aa the occasion demanded. 
J.T. McOerry, a prominent member 


of the Typographical nnion, extended 
thesymathyand tiaancialaupportof the 
printers ot the country, and eaid the or- 
ganization had made a per capita assess- 
ment for five weeks to be paid for the 
benefit of the strikers. 


Two new camps were instituted thia 


afternoon after tho meeting. The one 
at Plum Creek will be kno*n aa Gimp 
Resistance, tue oue at Sandy Oreelr will 
he called Camp Isolation. 


Each camp in tho besieged ilUtnct 


will be kept constantly supplied with 
guards. Headquarters, aa heretofore, 
will be "Camp Determination" at Turtle 
Creek. 
Tae force of deputies was kept busy 


dming the entire night. Every move 
was watched and trouble seemed to be 
in the air. The condition is said to have 
been critical. Both aides feel that there 
isacriBis near at hand. The officials 
ot tho New York and Cleveland Gas 
Coal Company gave ont the statement 
tonight that their forces were increased 
in the Turtle Creek and Sandy Creek 
mines and that more men were at worh 
in the Plum Greek mine than there haa 
been since the campaign Against the 
company started.

built, as well as county lines established.

Most of the lumber to 
be used, being Oregon pine, will be fur- 
nished by Ban Francisco dealers, tbe

The process tu be used in the Fresno 


tartar works ia that invented and pat- 
ented by CT. de Latour of San Francisco, 
an eminent chemist and manufacturer, 
who has epent veara of valuable time 
and money In making experiments. It 
ia neither claimed nor expected that a 
fortune will be at once realized by the 
promoters of this industry, but thuy 
hope by economy in management and 
strict attention to detail to obtain a fair 
return for tbe capital invested. 


All the kettles, pipes and in fact every- 


thing that tbe acid comes in contact 
with are made of copper, so that the 
coat of the plant is necessarily large. 
The firm expects.to spend at least $25,- 
000 before realizing a cent of income. 
From 20 to 25 men will be regularly em- 
ployed in and about the works. Be- 
sidea the help in the buildings, some 
20 to 25 teams will be engaged during 
the grape crushing season in hauling 
pomace 
from neighboring wineries. 


This pomac9 will be stored in a building 
40 by 106 feet, 34 feet high, with cement 
bottom, and built of timber 12 by 12 
inches. This building will have a star- 
age capacity of 3000 tons of pomace. 


Contracts havo been made for a term 


of years with most of the wineries in 
the vxinity of Maltermoro for tbe pom- 
ace and lees, to be uaed here in the 
manufacture of cream of tartar. Some 
wine makers have been naing the 
pomace or refuse for fuel, but that it 
can be so used profitably ia very doubt- 
ful, from the fact that tbe bi-tartrate of 
potassium is a solvent of cast iron and 
steel. This is prominently evidenced 
by the fact that cream of tartar manu- 
facturers are compelled to nee copper 
fittings throughout their works. Still 
other vineyardists have uaed the pomace 
aa a fertilizer, but this, too, Is of doubt- 
ful utility. After using for a few years 
the pomace seems to "kill" or sap the 
strength of the beat land. 


Mr de Latour is the only person who 


has been able to successfully manufac- 
ture crude cream of tartar. Otber at- 
tempts have been mode at Napa and 
Los Angelea, hni in each case a fortune 
waa sook in vain. The labor and fuel 
problems were tbe insurmountable ob- 
stacles in the way of cnccesaful compe- 
tition with foreign manufacturers. 


Them are two other crude cream of 


tartar factories in California, located at 
San Jnae and Healdabanr, which, to- 
gether with the new Fresno tartar 
works, will SAVE* to the state the snug 
emu of about $251,000 annually that haa 
heretofore taken unto itself wings end 
flown to the shores of Italy, Spain, 
Portugal and France. When the works 
nrn completed they will be the largest in 
thip country, if not in the world. 


R. Romer of Alameda, a member of 


the firm, will havecontrolof the Malter- 
moro works. He is an intelligent pupil 
of Mr. de Latonr, and nnder his ener- 
getic supervision the enterprise cannot 
fail of aucceaa. 


P. M Paulaon, the architect and su- 


perintendent of construction, gives aome 
interesting details. Tbe main building 
of the works will be 112x42 feet, three 
stories (60feet)hicb. The storage house, 
asstatod abovA.will be 40x106 feet and 34 
feet high. Both buildings will be ac- 
cessible to teams, and their proximity 
to the railroad will leave nothing to be 
desired in the way of shipping facilities.

AHOO'8 GOLD WATCH. 


Another Piece of Clever Detective 


Work by the Deputy 


Constable.

Deputy Constable Cnitcher last night 


recovered the valuable watch and chain 
which were stolen from Emory Donahoo 
a few weeks ago, and the oflicer has two 
men,0. W. Northern and W. II. Van- 
kirk, iu jail charged with the crime. 
The prisoners have beeu ia Free no for 
some time, aud were regarded with sus- 
picion by the authorities. Northern has 
been working at the Gilt Edge saloon on 
1 street, but Vankirk ia a "man of leis- 
ure." 


The arrest of the burglars and the re- 


covery of the jewelry were the result 
ol 
Borne 
clever 
detective 
work 


on tho part of tha officer. It will be 
membered that Donahoo'a room waa en- 
tered while he waa aaleep and the gold 
watch and chain wore taken from hia 
voat pocket. He had left the door open 
and tho burglars bad no difficulty in en- 
tering tbu room. They left nothing that 
would give a clew to their identity, and 
aa no one had seen them the authorities 
were nnable to gain even the slightest 
clew tu the guilty parties.. 


Orutcher, however, soon suspected 


Northern and Vankirk, although he had 
no particular reason to do so. There 
were circumstances that made their 
connection with the crime a possibility, 
and after investigating their doings onb- 
uequently the officer found that the pos- 
sibility developed Into a strong proba- 
bility. 


Cratchor finally ascertained that hia 


auspectq bad exhibited a watch aud 
chain answering the description of Dona- 
hoo'a to an intimate friend. But hia 
efforts to obtain farther evidence rere 
all thwarted, for a time at least. 


Yeaterday afternoon Vankirk raised a 


disturbance in Chinatown and he was 
arrested by Policeman R. P. Russell. 
The prisoner waa under the influence of 
liquor and gave the officer a lively chase 
before being captured. At the jail he 
gave the name of J. S\ Rodgera. North- 
ern came to hia friend's assistance and 
appealing to Recorder Clark paid hire a 
Gne of $G for Vankirk'H offense. 
The 


court signed an order t j the jailer to re- 
lease tho prisoner, but Crutchsr was on 
hand nnd kept the fellow in jail by 
placing the charge 'of burglary against 
him. 


Meantime the officer learned that 


Northern intended to leave on the 1 
o'clock train this merman for Bakers- 
field, and he realized that ho muat take 
a decisive step at once. Having failed 
to gather sufficient evidence to hold the 
burglar ehould he arrest him, Crutcher 
took tbe last resort, and bis method was 
remarkably successful: 


He approached Northern on I atreet 


and bluntly said, "You've got a watch 
and chain that I want. It is a ouartz 
chain and a gold atop watch." 


"I haven't any watch or chain," aii- 


ewared Northern quietly. 


"You needn't try to deny it," the of- 


ficnr replied firmly, "I know you have 
tbe jewelry and the beat you can do IB 
to Rhow me where it ia." 


Northern waa led to believe that the 


detective really knew all about the bur- 
glary, and finally admitted that he had 
the chain. He said tho watch bad bson 
stolen from him. "Yon needn't try 
that, either," insisted Crutcher, who 
now saw that his "bluff" was working. 
"You have tho watch, too," the officer 
continued, *'and you ore going to tell 
me where it ia." 


Northern demurred, but by persuasion 


Crutcher induced him to accompany 
him to a saloon in Chiuatowu where 
tbe thief had pawned the chain. It 
was Donohoo's and Cratcher was much 
gratified when it waa turned over to 
him. 


Northern then wanted to wait till 


today to give up the watch, but having 
mattera all hia own way Orutcher 
insisted on having the watch at once. 
The prisoner led him to tbe Gilt Edge 
saloon. They proceeded to the cellar, 
and then Northern reached behind 
some barrels and palled ont the watch, 
which wag wrapped in aome rage. 


Northern was then taken to jail, lie 


denied that he had stolen the jewelry, 
giving the explanation that he had 
bought it; but when asked from whnra 
and where he refused to answer. He 
and Vankirk have been together very 
mnch, and the case against the prisoners 
"earna to be a strong one.

In aa Interesting Opinion, the Conrt 


Expresses His Conviction. 


of That Kaet. 


Judge W.M.Conley of Madera, sitting 


for Judge Weob in department 2 of the 
superior court of thia county, yesterday 
morning denied the 
application 
of 


Amanda J. Kennell for a divorce from 
Gerald M. Fennel!. The court based his 
decision on the fact that he waa con- 
vinced that the parties to the suit acted 
in collusion to obtain a separation. 


Mrs. Fennell is still residing at the 


Hotel Metropole in Oakland, where she 
has been in seclusion awaiting tbe de- 
cision iu the cnse. When seen there a 
few daya ago she appeared to be very 
anxious for a separation from her hus- 
band. "Mr. Fennell ia communicating 
with me every day," eho said, "asking 
me for newa from Fresno. If the di- 
vorce is not granted 1 suppose he will 
come back aii'l lingur around me. which 
will of course be very annoying." 


When asked if there was any founda- 


tion for tbe current report that ahe 
would marry her former husband, Theo 
C. Marceau, again, in the event Judge 
Conley decided her suit favorably, the 
lady laughed merrily and ridiculed the 
idea. She admitted, however, that ehe 
and Marceau were friends "because of 
our baby." While Fennell and wife 
were sojourning at Los Angeles just be- 
fore the institution of tbe action for di- 
vorce the gay San Francisco photogra- 
pher, who was once her husband, was 
stopping at the same hotel. His rela- 
tions with Mra. Fennell were "friendly." 


It is generally believed that had Judge 


Conley not prevented it, there would 
have been a highly romantic union of 
two hearts that had once tried, but 
failed, to beat aa one. 


Judge Oonley rendered avery interest- 


ing opinion with hia decision, and the 
following ia a copy in full: 


This is an action for divorce. The 


plaintiff and defendant intermarried in 
the city of New York, on or about the 
2nd day of November, 18%, and plaintiff 
now aska fora dacreedisaolv'iOK the bonds 
of matrimony on tbe ground that the de- 
fendant, on or about the 13th da? of 
July, 1897, committed adultery with one 
of the inmates of a certain house of ill- 
fame in tho city of Los Angeles, known 
aa the "Lorraine Houes." 


The complaint is not verified, and the 


defendant hub anawered with a general 
denial. 


To establish the truth of the allega- 


tions of plaintiff's complaint, one A. 
Brown of New York testified, "that he 
was in the house of the Misses Lorraine 
in Loa Angeles witb Mr. Fennell, and 
that he saw Mr. Kennel I gee up and 
leave the room with one of the inmates 
of the honse, Lizzie Keeat, and that he 
(Fennell) remained away from the room 
where they (Fennell and Brown) had 
been sitting for some little time. That 
tbe .'Lorraine House1 is a house of Ill- 
fame." 


Thia was the only testimony intro- 


duced at the trial to sustain the charge 
of adultery. 


Our supreme court in the case of 


Evans vs. Evans, reported in the 41at 
Cat., page 107, has decided: 


•'That tbe mere fact that a man en- 


ters a house of prostitution in the even- 
ing and remains all nigbt, raises so 
strong a preaum'ption of adulterous in- 
tercourse aa to require the most satisfac- 
tory evidence to rebut it. Tbe act of 
adultery, like any other fact, may be 
established by circumstantial 
proof; 


and it would ebock the moral sense of 
the community to hold that such proof 
as thia, if unexplained, would not raiee 
a strong presumption of adulterous in- 
tercourse." 


It might be that the proof in this case 


woo Id be Rufticiently strong to establish 
the charge against the defendant and to 
warrant the relief prayed for, were it 
not for tbe fact that tbe testimony of 
tbe witness, Brown, leads to a far more 
satisfactory conclusion, and that is if 
this occurrence actually took place—it 
waa npon an express understanding be- 
tween tbe parties to thia action, and 
that the mam object of the visit of Mr. 
Fennell and llr. Brown to the "Lor- 
raine Hoaae," in Los Angelea, was to 
lay the necessary foundation for an ac- 
tion of this character. 


How did the plaintiff become familiar 


with the facts upon which tbia action ia 
bneed? 


From her evidence it appears that on 


the night of the 12th of July, 1897, she 
WHS either iu Sau Francisco or Fresno 
at the very time when the defendant 
and Mr. Brown were in the house of ill- 
fame in the city of Los Angelea. 


In less than forty hours Amanda J. 


Fennell eigned tbe complaint on file and 
the defendant and Mr. Brown were also 
on the scene of action; the defendant 
ready to appear and file his answer, and 
the witness. Brown, to give hia testi- 
mony. 


The ease with which this witness de- 


scribed the visit of tbe defendant and 
himself to the "Lorraine House," his 
manner and appearance while on the 
stand, and hia answer to all questions 
propounded by court and conEsel, cer- 
tuinly implied that the part he was to 
play was well understood batween him- 
relf aud the parties to this action. 


In response to the question by the 


court, "How did you happen to come 
her**; on subpena?" Mr. Brown an- 
swered, "I waa told thatlwould be sub- 
penaod,andl was on my way to San 
Francisco and I thought better to stop 
off and save tbe trouble. I waa down 
in Loa Angeles." 


How did the witness know that he 


waa to be eubpenaed in an 
action 


;hat had notj et been commenced unless 
It was the result of an understanding 
between tbe parties? 


If, however, the plaintiff was in LOB 


Angeles instead of Fresno or San Fran- 
cisco, which her evidence indicates, how 
nuch stronger would the presumption 
JB that thie action wa a the result of col- 
lusion? 


According to the testimony of Mr. 


3rowu, he became acquainted with Mrs. 
Fennell through Mr. Fennell. 
Evi- 


dently Fennell and Brown were oh 
:erma of friendship, and, althongh pos- 
sible, it is highly improbable that Mr. 
Brown would commnnicate to Mre. 
Fennell the facs of the visit of Mr. Fen- 
nell and himself to the "Lorraine 
rloaee;" at any rate not in time for Mr. 
and Mra. Fennell to depart for Fresno, 
BO tbat an action for divorce might be 
commenced on the 14th of Jnly; and it 
a not very probable that if the friend of 
Mr. Fennell had communicated with 
Mrs. Fennell in relation to the matter 
that Mr. Fennel! aud Mr. Brown wonld 
meet in Fresno on Jmy 14th or 15th for 
tbe purpose of "discussing casual mat- 


Every fact in this caae indicates <bat 


there is no objection on tbe part of the 
delendant to the granting of a decree of 
divorce—hia answer waa filed immedi- 
ately after suit wn? bronchi, and his 
consent to on immediato trial waa ob-

In my judgment no itrooiwr eate of

TUB S. P. HKDOCES FIRST CLASS 


PASES. 


Progress of the Yiealia Branch of 


the Valley Koad—Klondyke 


. Station. 


The REPUBLICAN 
several days ago 


made mention of the intention of the 
Southern Pacific Company -to pat on 
two now trains in the upper part of the 
valley. Ono will run between Stockton 
and Fresno. This will be elrictly a 
local train and will not connect with 
the boat at Stockton for Sau Francisco, 
RB intimated at first. The second will 
be & daylight train over the West Side 
route between Viaaiia and San Fran- 
ciaco. These new trains will be put on 
in a few days. 


Another improvement on tbe service 


in thia part of the state will be the run- 
ning of tourist sleeping carsou trains 17 
and 18 between Oakland and Gosheu 
junction. 


The Southern Pacific has also reduced 


the first clasa rates from Fresno and in- 
termediate pointa.to San Francisco, via 
the Martinez and Niles routes. Owing 
to District Agent Booth's efforts tho sec- 
ond class rate of $3.75 from Fresno to 
San Francisco has been made applicable 
to first claas tickets, with sleeper priv- 
ileges. This ia an important concession 
on the part of the company. 


Mr. Booth announced yesterday that 


he bad secured a low dried fruit (in- 
cluding raisins) rate to European points, 
in carload lots. 


The rate to London, Liverpool and 


Antwerp is $1.10 a hundred pounds, in 
boxes, or $1.30 per hundred in sacks. 
To Glasgow, Hamburg, Amsterdam and 
Rotterdam, $1,15 in bores and ?f,3o in 
sacks. To Bordeaux, Havre, Copen- 
hagen, Stockholm aud Christiana, $1,25 
in boxes and $1.45 in Backs. Mixed lots 
—boxed and sacked—will be made at 
carload rates just the same, the higher 
rate prevailing for such lots. 


A rate has aleo been mado to Winni- 


peg, Manitoba, at $L a hundred in boxes, 
$1.20 in sacks and $1.20 mixed rates. 


There ia no doubt that a good deal of 


this improvement In tho valley service 
of the Southern Pacific ia due to the 
competition of the Valley railroad. The 
new liue is doing an excellent freight 
business and it ia steadily increasing. 
Tbe company haa a first-class agent in 
Fresno in T. U. Warringtcn, and be is 
making it lively for tbe old company. 
Booth is also a rustler, and between the 
two Preano shippers and the traveling 
public will be kept in good humor. If 
the Valley road only had transconti- 
nental connection! Then there would 
be fun—for the public. 


The Yifitilia branch of the Valley road 


was completed to the St. John river 
yesterday. It will take about ten daya 
to complete tbe bridge over tbe river 
and the two miles between it and Vi- 
salia can bo laid with track in a day. 
Allowing for possible delays the com- 
peting line will enter Tulare'a capital 
on the 20th inst. at the latest. The VI- 
salia people are preparing /or a big cele- 
bration. 


The train from Stockton to Fresno 


made another fast run yesterday. It 
left Stockton at 8.12, the boat being late, 
nnd arrived in this city at 11.01, making 
the 125 mile ruu in two hours and forty- 
nine minutes. The run from Miller to 
Lsnkerahim, six and one-half miles,was 
made in seven minutes. The roadbed 
is in excellent condition. 


The Valley road has established a sta- 


tion between Miller and Lankersbim, in 
.Madera county, and named it Kloiidyke. 
This is certainly up-to-date.
